GRIEVANCES OF NEW YORK

AT OTTAWA, ILL. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 29.—Tbe inter- 


est in Louisiana affairs continues uua 
bated. The conflicting reports regard- 
ing Sheridan's whereabouts and orders, 
are sot at rest by the authoritative an- 
nouncement that while ho yet remains 
in Chicago, and has not been, ordered to 
Now Oilcans, ho will b« called upon if 
his presence in tho latter city becomes 
necessary. It, is believed in official cir- 
cles, however, that no disturbance will 
occur even on the occasion of the as- 
sembling of the Legislature. 
Tho At- 


torney General has received no informa- 
tion of an official character indicating 
that an outbreak is imminent. At the 
same time unofficial information has 
boon received by private parties indi- 
cating opposite results. It is known 
that prominent members of the Demo- 
nratio putty of this city hnvo tele- 
graphed thoir friends and followers in 
New Orleans, beseeching thorn to use 
every endeavor to preserve quiet. ' A 
prominent reason advanced as an argu- 
ment to support thia advice, is that the 
congressional 
committees that have 


been sent to investigate 
Louisiana 


affairs should not be impressed unfavor- 
ably by any riotous demonstration. 
Some dispatches thus telegraphed go so 
far as to promise that from the com- 
position of the committees tho conserve 
ativcs have no cause of complaint re- 
garding their report. 


The exact situation in Net? Orleans 


as regards the military force may bo 
summed up in a few words. Emory 
remains in command. The ardor sent 
him by the President when the last 
outbreak occurred remains in force. 
That order simply directed him to pre- 
serve the peace. Troops under Emory 
are so distributed that the bulk of the 
force may be concentrated iu New Or- 
leans in a very few hours. Several 
vessels of the navy are lying in the 
river below New Orleans, and will be 
able to render service if called upon, 
which is doubtful. 
Tho President 


does not believe any trouble will occur, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—At 
the 


Cabinet meeting to-day, the condition 
of Louisiana was the subject of dis- 
cussion. 
Attorney General Williams 


made some remarks, favoring tbe sus 
toining of the Returning Board's re- 
port, its decision being right in law 
and in fact. 
No other member spoke 


on the question, and no decision was 
reached. It is officially 
stated that 


there arc sufficient troops in Louisiana 
to maintain tho peace in case of trouble. 


It appears .from official documents 


that on the 21st of November, tho 
President authorized the distribution oi 
clothing and other supplies to those 
rendered destitute by grasshopper de- 
vastations in Kansas.and Nebraska, 
trusting to Congress for further ap 
proval. There is no doubt Senator 
Hitchcock's bill for the relief of per- 
sons suffering from the ravages el 
grasshoppers, will become a law. 


CHICAGO, Deo. 29.—Lieut. General 


Sheridan, with the members of his staff, 
left here for New Orleans, last night. 
He docs rot go under orders from the 
War Department, but at the request ol 
the President, who desires to have some 
one on the ground in whom he has 
the utmost confkdeneo. 
Ho will not 


displace any officer unless ubsolutoly 
necessary, but merely remuin in Now 
Orleans uucil tho troubles shall have 
baen allayed. He will then proceed to 
Havana for a visit. Thia has been his 
plan for some time, and it is only a de- 
viation from his original intention that 
he goes to New Orleans. 


CHICAGO, Deo. 29.—A special from 


Ottawa III., says a fire broke ont early" 
this morning in Russell & Sons furni- 
ture store on fjaSalle street. 
This 


building burned together with the new 
Opera House valued at $60,000; insur- 
ance, $25,000. Russell's loss is $15, 
000; insurance $5,000. The fire wai 
controlled after inflicting a total loss of 
$80,000. 


NEW YOBK, Deo. 29.—Fourteen of 


the principal grain dealers of the pro 
duoe exchange have addressed a letter 
bo Franklin Edson, president of that 
body, in answer "to a letter of G. R. 
B!anchard,*one of the vice presidents 
of the Erie railway, on the subject of 
inspecting, grading and delivery of rail 
grain at this port. The merchants 
claim that railroads, in fixing the 
charges for tho elevation of freight 
apart from freight charges, violate the 
contracts, and make this important con- 
cession: 
We are willing that our 


carriers may erect elevators, and that 
they may add to their facilities any 
other appliances which they may regard 
necessary, but that if they do so with- 
out our consent they shall bear the 
expense. We rejoice at any evidence 
of enterprise they may show, if it be 
directed in the interest of commerce, 
but we insist that we shall be consulted 
before we' or our correspondents shall 
shall be required to pay the cost of 
any expensive experiments which .they 
may see fit to make. 


ERIE, PA., Dec. 29.—The coroner's 


jury in the case of Mrs. Hannon, found 
dead in the street Saturday night, ren- 
dered a verdict late last night that she 
was wilfully murdered by John A. 
Hantz. 
The evidence and circum- 


stances connected with the murder 
show conclusively that Hantz killed 
her and afterwards committed a name- 
less outrage on her person. There was 
great excitement yesterday and strong 
threats of lynching. This morning 
everything is quiet and the citizens 
are more disposed to let the law take 
its course.

Washington special says it was decided 
last Saturday to send General Sheridan 
on a tour of inspection through Arkan- 
sas, Louisiana, Mississippi and Alabama 
with instructions to report as speedily 
as possible. 
Tbe order reached Sheri- 


dan yesterday and he is probably now 
on his way South, and will reach New 
Orleans Wednesday. 
Gen. Emory will 


continue to command tho Department 
of tho Gulf, and Col. Do Trobriand re- 
mains in charge of the Federal forces 
ut New Orleans.

are dying. There have been cases of 
death in Phillips county, attributable to 
scarcity of food and clothing. 


" In Smith county there is an estimate 


from the last canvas of one buthd and 
one giU of wheat to each individual, and 
that must feed man and beast. There 
was not a bushel of corn raised, and no 
oats worth the mention. 


" One man in ten only, has bread and 


meat enough to do him till spring; oth- 
ers only enough to do for a few days—or 
in other words there is not food enough 
in Smith county, Kansas, to feed it two 
weeks from this writing, unless it is 
shipped in. Clothing is just as scarce. 
In many dwellings flres are kept up all 
night to keep children from freezing, 
and many have nothing buUisy to sleep 
in. I speak from observation. 
About 


every third man is losing his team. And 
yet all this destitution is in the face of 
the most unprecedented example of in- 
dustry, labor sad economy. Yet the 
people face their troubles with the cour- 
age of those who face death."
